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TO THE SCHOOL BOARD OF LANDAFF: 

Every district that has rural schools ought to consider 
carefully to what extent it should maintain schools with -a 
small number of pupils and to what extent it should go in con- 
solidating its schools. Recently districts that maintain high 
schools have added the junior high schools to their systems. 
They maintain six grades only of traditional elementary work. 

_ Under the new organization of the junior high school the 
pupil begins the departmental work with teachers whose work 
is confined to a few subjects, and they study a reorganized 
matter as well, algebra, concrete geometry, applied arithmetic, 
French, science and literature replacing the more formal drill 
subjects usually given in the seventh and Rot grades of the 
elementary sehool. : 

“This change is a good thing for the girls and. boys in the 
villages, but it increases the difficulties for the boys and girls 
id the rural schools. If they take the seventh and eighth 
grades i in the rural school, they find they are entirely out of 
touch with the work of the high school which they enter, and 
that they are obliged to lose a year to make up the lust ground. 

This situation brings additional pressure on districts with 
rural schools to consolidate some of them. 

In Landaff some pupils are remaining in the town schools 
through the eighth grade, while others are going tuo Lisbon 
after completing the sixth. According to a supreme court ru- 
ling, the district is liable for juuior high tuition regardless of 
whether it is maintaining the seventh and eighth grade work. 

“How shall this duplication with its additional expense be 
avoided?” is one question which may be raised. 

In the west they solve the problem by building one modern, 
well-equipped building and by buying a truck. 

New Hampshire winters and the hilly topography of Lan- 
dafé undoubtedly offer obstacles with us, but with the use of 
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teams for a small part of the year such a plan could be carried 
out, i 
A graded school with highly trained teachers would result, 
and with the junior high subjects all’ pupils could be kept in 
town for eight years. 


Mixed schools snech as we now have never function as well 
as the graded schools, even with teachers of the same ability, 


No teacher can accomplish as much with six or eight grades 
in a day as she can with one or two 


A plan like the above requires strong public sentiment in its 
favor. It is pertectly apparent that the co- operation of every- 
one would be required to put it through successfully. But itis 
the ideal solution. 


Another plan that is feasible is to build one two-room school 
building. In one room the children in the lower grades who 
live near the building would be taken care of. 


In the other room all seventh and eighth grade pupils in 
town would be brought together. Junior high subjects with 
the possible exception of French would be given. Graduates 
of this school could continue in high school withont losing any 
time. 


The modern rural schools of the west have rooms equipped 
for manual training, domestic arts, and elementary science. 
There is also a playground with good equipment. Thus the 
boys and girls have the same advant ages as those in the village 
schools. 


In my visits so far this year I have found the discipline 
good, and the teaching and response of the pupils creditable. 
The attendance rate, 91.2 per cent is a bit low, but the punctual- 
ity record of .69 per pupil is very good. 

In my first year’s work I owe considerable to the support 
and co-operation of the School Board. ‘The members of the 
board have been staunch in wanting proper standards enforced 
and the school laws obeyed. ‘This has been of great help and 
is fully appreciated by the superintendent and teachers.
